An Act to organize and regulate the Militia of the State of Indiana: 
[APPROVED, FEBRUARY 10, 1831.] 


Suc. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the state of

the captain or commanding officer, within the bounds of 

whose company such citizen may reside; and every citizen Arms, &c.

or fusee, with a cartouch box to contain at least twenty-four 
cartridges, suited to the bore of his musket or fusee, or a 

pouch to contain at least twenty-four balls suited to the ca- 

liber of his rifle, and a powder horn to contain at least one 

quarter of a pound of powder; and every such citizen shall 

appear, so armed and equipped, on all days of muster ap- 

pointed by law; and every citizen who shail provide himself Arms, &c. 
with arms and accoutrements, or shall uniform and equip exempt from 
himself, agreeably to the provisions of this act, shall hold Cxecution,&c. 
the same exempt from all executions, attachments, distress, 

seizure and sale for debts, damages or taxes, any law to the 

contrary notwithstanding.

gades, the eighth division: subject, however, to such altera- 
tions as may be deemed necessary by the commander-in- 
chief, who shall have power to alter the boundaries of, or 
add to the old, or establish new brigades and divisions. 

Sec. 3. Each division shall consist of not less than two, 
nor more than three brigades; each brigade, of not less than 
three, nor more than six regiments; each regiment, of two 
battalions; each battalion, of not less than four, nor more 
than six district companies; each company, of not less than 
forty, nor more than one hundred rank and file: Provided, 
That in very detached or sparse settlements, a company 
may be formed, under the direction of the field officers of 
the proper regiment, of not less than twenty-five men. 

Src. 4. Whenever the commander-in-chief forms a new 
division or brigade, he shall file a description thereof, in the 
office of the adjutant general, to be by him reported to the 
legislature, at their first session thereafter. 

Suc. 5. The brigadier general, together with the field 
officers, or a majority of them, or of any regiment of the bri- 
gade interested in such division, when met for that pur- 
pose, under the direction of the brigadier general, shall 
have power to divide any such regiment, or alter the bounds 
of the several regiments of the brigade: Provided, however, 
That when the bounds of two or more regiments are to be 
altered, the board shall consist of a majority of the field offi- 
cers of such regiments, respectively: in all of which cases, 
ihe proceedings shall he recorded in a book to be kept for. 
that purpose by the brigade inspector. 

Sxc. 6. The field officers and captains, or a majority of 
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them, when met for that purpose, shall have power to fix or 
alter company bounds, or set off new company districts, in 
their respective regiments, or to consolidate companies, or 
attach light companies to the respective companies from 
which the same may have been taken, when such light com- 
panies shall not have uniformed and equipped themselves 
within a year from the time they may have been organized, 
or when the convenience of the regiment requires it. 

Sec. 7. In all cases of the division of a regiment, that 
part constituting the first battalion, shall retain the number 
and rank of the regiment so divided. 

Sec. 8. The militia of this state, shall be officered as fol- 
lows, to wit: The staff of the commander-in-chief, shall 
consist of two aids de camp, one adjutant-general, and ove 
quarter-master-general, all ranking as*colonels, to be ap- 
pointed by such commander-in-chief. To each division there 
shall be one major-genera! and his staff, to consist of ove di- 
vision inspector, with the rank of lieutenant colouel, and 
a division quarter-master and two aids de camp, with the 
rank of major: To each brigade there shall be one brigadier 
general and a brigade staff, to consist of ove brigade inspec- 
tor, with the rank of major, one aid de camp, and one quar- 
ter-master, each to rank as captain: To each regiment there 
shall be one colonel, one lieutenant colonel and one major: 
To each company there shall be one captain, one licutenant, 
one ensign, four sergeants, four corporals, one drummer and 
one fifer:; And it shall be the duty of commandants of com- 
panies, to appoint their non-commissioned officers, in April 
annually, and to fill vacancies as the same may occur; and 
no person shall be compelled to serve as a non-commissioned 
officer, for a longer period than one year. The staff of each 
regiment shall be one surgeon with the rank of captain; 

ne adjutant, one quarter-master, one pay-master, one sur- 
geon’s mate, and one judge advocate, each to rank as lieu- 
tenant; one sergeant-major, one quarier-master-sergeant, 
one provost-marshal, one forage-master, one drum-major, 
and one fife-major, to be non-commissioned officers: All of 
which staff officers shall be appointed by the officers com- 
manding such division, brigade or regiment, (as the case may 
be) at the time such appointment may be made. 

Sec. 9. That where there is not a sufficient number cf 
militia, in any one county in this state, to constitute a regi- 
ment, then, and in that case, the commandant of the brigade 
wherein such county is situated, shall set off a regiment in 
such county, which when organized, shall be entitled to all 
the privileges that belong toa complete regiment, any thing 
in this act to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sec. 10. When any entire brigade, regiment or company, 


i) 


may hereafter be set off, the officers in such brigade, regi- 
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ment or company, shall retain their respective ¢ommands, 
and if the numbers of such brigade, regiment or compaay, 
shall be changed, so that the commissions of such oificers do 
not properly designate their commands, it shall be the duty 
of the commandaats of divisions, to make endorsemenis on 
the commissions of brigadier-generals; and the commandaats 
of brigades shall make endorsements on the commissions of 
colonels, lieutenant colonels and majors; and the command- 
ants of regiments, shall endorse the commissions of all com- 
pany officers in their respective regiments; which endorse- 
ments shall vest the officers holding such commissions, with 
the same authority as the commissions would have done, if 
the same had been expressed on the face of the commissions. 

Sec. LL. All commissioned officers, shall take rank agree- 
ably to the date of “heir respective commissions; and when 
two or more commissions are of the same date and grade, 
the rank shall be determined by lot, to be drawn, if a com- 
pany officer, in the presence of the colonel; if a field officer, 


_in presence of the brigadier-general; if a brigadier-geueral, 
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in presence of the major-general; and if a major-general, it 
shall be drawm by the adjutant-general, in presence of the 
commander-in-chief. 

Suc. 12. All officers leaving their respective bounds or 
commands, with the intention of removing, shall thereby va- 
cate their offices. 

Suc. 13. When a new company is set off, or a vacancy 
happens among the officers of a company, the commandant 
of the regiment, on being informed thereof, shall cause the 
enrolled militia of such company, by written notice, set up 
in at Jeast three of the most public places within such com- 
pany district, at least ten days previous to the day of elec- 
tion, to be notified of the same, directing them to meet at a 
time and place specified, as near the centre of the company 
as may be convenient, stating the officers to be elected; and 
the qualified electors of such district, shall meet at the time 
and place appointed, and proceed to choose three judges and 
two clerks of election, by a majority of the voters present; 
and one of the judges so chosen, shall administer to the other 
judges and the clerks, and one of the other judges, to him, 
the following oath or affirmation, to wit: “You solemnly 
swear (or affirm) that you will faithfully and impartially dis- 
charge your duty as judges (or clerks) of the present elec- 
tion:” The judges shall then proceed to receive the ballots 
from the electors, between the hours of ten o’clock A. M. 
and four o'clock P. M. of the day of election; and the clerks 
shall write the name of each voter in a poll book prepared 
for that purpose, and at the close of the election, the judges 
and clerks shall count the ballots, and declare the person er 
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persons having the highest number of votes, duly elected, 
and proclaim the result to the people present. 

Sze. 14. When any company neglects or refuses to elect 
its officers, as herein directed, or elect officers the second 
time who refuse to accept their commissions, such company 
may be aitached to other companies, by the next regimental 
court of assessments, or by the commandant of the regiment 
util such court shall meet. : 

Src. 15. Whenever the office of colonel, lieutenant colo- 
nel or major, shall become vacant in any regiment, it shall 
be the duty of the brigadier-general, on being informed 
thereof, to notify the officer highest in rank, within the 
bounds of such regiment, of such vacancy, directing him 
forthwith to notify the commandants of companies, who 
shall forthwith notify their respective companics, by writ- 
ten notices set up in three of the most public places in their 
respective company districts, at least fifteen days previous 
to the day of election, directing the qualified voters to at- 
tend, at a time and place specified therein, for the purpose 
of electing a colonel, lieutenant colonel or major, as the case 
may be, which time and place shall be appointed by the 
brigadier-general; and when the electors meet, judges and 
clerks shall be chosen aad sworn, receive the ballots, be- 
tween ten o’clock A. M. and, six o’clock P. M., write the 
names of the voters in a poll book, and at the close of the 
election, count the votes, and proclaim to the people pre- 
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sent, the result; all in the same manner as ia the case of © 


company elections; and also make out a statement of the 
votes given, which statement, together with the poil book, 
shalt be by one of the judges, deposited within three days 
after the election, with the judge advocate of the regiment; 
or, if there be no judge advocate at the time, then with the 
clerk of the circuit court. When a new regiment may be 
set off, the commandant of the brigade shall attend the elec- 
tion of field officers, aud where there may not_be organized 
companies in any new regiment, he shall have power to di- 
rect the method of notifying the militia composing such new 
regiment, of the time and place of holding elections for field 
officers therein. 

Sec. 16. When the office of brigadier-general shall be- 
come vacant, the major-general, or in case the office of ma- 
jor-general is vacant, the adjutant-general, shall issue orders 
to the several commandanis of regiments in the proper bri- 
gade, directing them to notify the commissioned officers of

RULES AND ARTICLES OF WAR. 


An Act for establishing rules and artieles for the government of the armies of the 
United States. 


[APPROVED, APR1I. 10, 1806.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That, from and after the pass- 
ing of this act, the following shall be the rules and articles by which the 
armies of the United states shall be governed. 

Arr. L, Every officer, now in the army of the United States, shall, 
in six months from the passing of this act, and every officer who shall 
hereafter be appointed, shall, before he enters on the duties of his office, 
subscribe these rules and regulations. — 

Arr. 2. It is earnestly recommended to all officers and soldiers dili- 
gently to attend divine service; and all officers who shall behave inde- 
cently or irreverently, at any place of divine worship, shall, if commis- 
sioned officers, be brought before a general court martial, there to be. 
publicly and severely reprimanded by the president; if non-commission- 
ed officers or soldiers, every person so offending shall, for his first offence, 
forfeit one-sixth of a dollar, to be deducted out of his next pay; for the, | 
second offence, he shall not only forfeit a like sum, but be confined twen-. | 
ty-four hours; and for every like offence, shall suffer and pay in like man-, 
ner; which money, so forfeited, shall be applied, by the captain or senior. 
officer of the troop or company, to the use of the sick soldiers of the com-. | 
pany or troop to which the offender belongs. i 

Arr. 3. Any non-commissioned officer or soldier who shall use any. 
profane oath or execration, shall incur the penalties expressed in the. | 
foregoing article; and a commissioned officer shall forfeit and pay for i 


each and every such offence, one dollar, to be applied as in the preced- 
ing, article. 

‘Arr. 4, Every chaplain, commissioned in the army or armies of the 
United States, who shall absent himself from the duties assigned him, iM 
(excepting in cases of sickness or leave of absence,) shall on conviction | 
thereof before a court martial, be fined not exceeding one month’s pay, iW 
besides the loss of his pay during his absence; or be discharged, as the \ 
said court martial shall judge proper. | 

Arr. 5. Any officer or soldier who shall use contemptuous or disre- 
spectful words against the President of the United States, against the ih 
Vice-President thereof, against the Congress of the United States, or | 
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if 
against the chief magistrate or Legislature of any of the United States 
in which he may be quartered, ifa commissioned officer, shall be cashier- 
ed, or otherwise punished, as a court martial shall direct; if a non-com- 
missioned officer or soldier, he shall’ suffer such punishment as shall be 
inflicted on him by the sentence of a court martial. 

- Ann. 6, Any officer or soldier who shall behave himself with con- 
tempt or disrespect towards his commanding officer, shall be punished 
according to the nature of his offence, by the judgment of a court martial. 

Ant. 7. Any officer or soldier who shall begin, excite, cause, or join 
in any mutiny, or sedition, in any troop or company 1n the service of the 
United States, or in any party, post, detachment, or guard, shall suffer 
death, or such other punishment as by a court martial shall be inflicted. 

Arr. 8. Any officer, non-commissianed officer, or soldier, who, being 
‘present at any mutiny or sedition, does not use his utmost endeavour to 
suppress the same, or, coming to the knowledge of any intended mutiny, 
does not without delay, give information thereof to his commanding of 
ficer, shall be punished by the sentence of a court martial with death, 
or otherwise, according to the nature of his offence. _ 

Arr. 9. Any officer or soldier who shall strike his superior officer, 
or draw or liftup any weapon, or offer any violence against him, being 
an the execution of his office, on any pretence whatsoever, or shall diso- 
bey any lawful command of his superior officer, shall suffer death, or 
such other punishment as shail, according to the nature of his offence, be 
inflicted upon him by the sentence ofa court martial. 

Arr. 10. Every non-commissioned officer or soldier, who shall enlist 
himself in the service of the United States, shall, at the time of his so en- 
listing, or within six days afterwards, have the articles for the govern- 
ment of the armies of the United States read to him, and shall, by the 
officer who enlisted him, or by the commanding officer of the troop or 
company into which he was enlisted, be taken before the next justice of 
the peace, or chief magistrate of any city or town corporate, not being an 
officer of the army, or where recourse cannot be had to the civil magis- 
trate, before the judge-advocate, and in his presence shall take the fol- 
towing oath or affirmation; “J, A. B. do solemnly swear, or affirm, (as 
the case may be,) that I will bear true allegiance to the United States 
of America, and that I will serve them honestly and faithfully against all 
their enemies or opposers whatsoever; and observe and obey the orders 
of the president of the United States, and the orders of the officers ap- 

ointed over me, according to the rules and articles for the government 
ofthe armies of the United States.” Which justice, magistrate, or judge- 

advocate, is to give the officer a certificate, signifying that the man en- 
listed did take the said oath or affirmation. | 
Arr. li. Aftera non-commissioned officer or soldier shall have been 
duly enlisted and sworn, he shall not be dismissed the service without a 
discharge in writing; and no discharge granted to him shall be sufficient, 
which is not signed by a field officer of the regiment to which he belongs, 
or commanding officer, where no field officer of the regiment Is present; 
and no discharge shall be given to a non-commissioned officer or soldier 
hefore his term of service has expired, but by order of the president, the 
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_ secretary of war, the commanding officer of a department, or the sén- 


tence of a general court martial; nor shall a commissioned officer be 
discharged the service, but by order of the president of the United States, 
or by sentence of a general court martial. x 

Arr. 12. Every colonel, or other oflicer commanding a regiment, 
troop, or company, and actually quartered with it, may give furloughs 
to non-commissioned officers or soldiers in such numbers, and for so long 
a time, as he shall judge to be most consistent with the good of the ser- 
vice; and a captain, or other inferior officer, commanding a troop or 
company, or in any garrison, fort, or barrack, of the United States, (his 
field officer being absent) may give furloughs to non-commissioned offi- 
cers or soldiers, for a time not exceeding twenty days in six months, but 
not more than two persons to be absent at the same time, excepting 
some extraordinary occasion should require it. * 

Arr, 13, At every muster, the commanding officer of each regiment, 
troop, or company, there present, shall give to the commissary of mus- 
ters, or other officer who musters the said regiment, troop, or company, 
certificates signed by himself, signifying how long such officers as shall 
not appear at the said muster have been absent, and the reason of their 
absence. In like manner, the commanding officer of every troop or 
company shall give certificates, signifying the reasons of the absence of

No officer, commanding in any of the garrisons, forts, or bar- 
racks of the United States, shall exact exorbitant prices for houses or 
stalls, let out tosuttlers, or connive at the like exactions im others; nor 
by his own authority, and for his private advantage, lay any duty or im- 
position upon, or be interested in, the sale of any victuals, liquors, or

Arr. 32. Every officer, commanding in quarters, garrisons, or on the 
march, shall keep good order, and, to the utmost of his power, redress 
all abuses or disorders, which may be committed by any officer or soldier 


‘ander his command; if, upon complaint made to him, of officers or sol- 


diers beating, or otherwise ill treating any person; of disturbing fairs or 
markets, or of committing any kinds of riots, to the disquieting of the ci- 
tizens of the United Siates, he, the said commander, who shall refuse or 
omit to see justice done to the offender or offenders, and reparation made 
to the party or parties injured, as far as part of the offender’s pay shall 
enable him or them, shall, upon proof thereof, be eashjered, or otherwise:

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Art. 33. When any commissioned officer or soldier shall be accused 
of a capital crime, or of having used violeace, or committed any offence

into the said complaint, and take proper measures for redressing the

Art. 35. If any inierior officer or soldier shall think himself wrong-

Arr. 59. Ifany commander of any garrison, fortress, or post, shall be 


compelled, by the officers and soldiers under his command, to give up to 


the enemy, or to abandon it, the commissioned officers, noi-commis- 

sioned officers or soldiers, who shall be coavicted of having so offended, 

shall suffer death, or such other punishment as shall be inflicted upon 
them by the sentence ofa court martial. 

Arr. 60, All sutilers and retainers to the camp, and all persons 
whatsoever, serving with the armies of the United States ia the field, 
though not enlisted soldiers, are to be subject to orders, according to 
the rules and discipline of war. 

Officers having brevets or commissions of a prior date to 
those of the regiment in which they serve, may take place in courts

The functions of the engineers being generally confined to 
the most elevated branch of military science, they are not to assume, nor 
are they subject to be ordered on any duty beyond the line of their im- 
mediate profession, except by the special order of the president of the 
United States; but they are to receive every mark of respect to which 
their rank in the army may entitle them respectively, and are liable to 
be transferred, at the discretion of the president, from one corps to ano- 
ther, regard being paid to rank. 

Arr. 64. General courts martial may consist of any number of com- 
missioned officers, from five to thirteen inclusively; but they shall not 
consist of less than thirteen, where that number can be convened with- 
out manifest injury to the service. : 

_ Arr. 65. Any general officer commanding an army, or colonel com- 
manding a separate department, may appoint general courts martial 
whenever necessary. But no sentence of a court martial shall be car- 
ried into execution, until after the whole proceedings shall have been 
laid before the officer ordering the same, or the officer commanding the 
froops for the time being; neither shall any sentence of a general court 


/ 
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martial, in time of peace, extending to the loss of lifesor the dismission 
of a commissioned officer, or which shall, either in time of peace or Waly 
respect a general othcer, be carried into execution, until after the whole 
proceeding shall have been transmitted to the secretary of war, to be 
laid before the president of the United States, for his confirmation. oF 
disapproval, and orders in the case. Allother sentences may be con- 
firmed aad executed by the officer ordering the court to assemble, or the 
commanding officer for the time being, as the case may be. 
” Arr. 66. Every officer commanding a regiment or corps, may appoint, 
for his own regiment or corps, Cou rts martial, to consist of three commis- 
sioned officers, for the trial and punishment of offences, not capital, an 
decide upon their sentences. For the same purpose, all officers com- 
manding any of the garrisODs, forts, barracks, or other places, where the 
troops consist of different corps, may assemble courts martial, to consist 
of three commissioned officers, and decide upon their sentences. 

Art. 67. No garrison or regimental court martial, shall have the 
power to try capital cases, or-commissioned officers; neither shall they 
inflict a fine exceeding one month’s pay, nor imprison or put to hard la- 
bour, avy non-commissioned officer or soldier, for a longer time than one 
month. 

Ant. 68. Whenever it may be found convenient and necessary to 
the public service, the officers of the marines shall be associated with 
the officers of the land forces, for the purpose of holding courts martial 
and trying offenders belonging to either; and in such cases the orders 
of the senior officer of either corps, who may be present, and duly au- 
thorized, shall be received and obeyed. q 

Arr. 69. The judge-advocate, or some person deputed by him, or by. 34 
the general or oificer commanding the army, detachment, or garrisOD, 
shall prosecute in the name of the United States, but shall so far consi- 
der himself as counsel for the prisoner, after the said prisoner shall have 
made his plea, as to object to any leading question to any of the witness- 
es, or any question to the prisoner, the answer to which might tend to =~ 
criminate himself; and administer, to each member of the court, before 

they proceed upon any trial, the following oath, which shall also be | 
taken by all members of the regimental and garrison courts martial:

without partiality, favor, or affection: and if any doubt shall arise, not 
explained by said articles, according to your conscience, the best of | 
our understanding, and the custom of war in like cases: and you do © 
further swear, that you will not divulge the sentence of the court watil it 
shall be published by the proper authority: neither will you disclose oF 
discover the vote or opinion of any particular member of the court mat- 
tial, unless required to give evidence thereof, as 2 witness, by a court — 
of justice, ina due course of law. So help you God.” And as soon as 
the said oath shall have been administered to the respective members, 
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al, unless the person, by reason of having absented himself, or some o- 
ther manifest impediment, shall not have been amenable to justice with- 
in that period. 

Art. 89, Every officer authorized to order a general court martial, 
shall have power to pardon or mitigate any punishment ordered by such 
court, except the sentence of death, or of cashiering an officer; which, 
in the cases where he has authority (by article 65) to carry them 
into execution, he may suspend, until the pleasure of the president of 
the United States can be known; which suspension, together with co- 
pies of the proceedings of the court martial, the said officer shall imme- 
diately transmit to the president for his determination. And the colo- 
nel or commanding officer of the regiment or garrison, where any regi- 
mental or garrison court martial sball be held, may pardon or mitigate 
any punishment ordered by such court to be inflicted. 

Arr. 90, Every judge-advocate, or person officiating as such, at any 
general court martial, shall transmit, with as much expedition as the 
opportu:ity of time and distance of place can admit, the original pro- 
ceedings and sentence of such court martial, to the secretary of war; 
which said original proceedings and sentence shall be carefully kept and 
preserved in the office of said secretary, to the end that the persons en- 
titled thereto may be enabled, upon application to the said office, to ob- 
tain copies thereof. 

The party tried by any general court martial, shall, upon demand 
thereof, made by himself, or by any person or persons in his behalf, be 
entitled toa copy of the sentence and proceedings of such cou:t martial. 

Arr. 91. In cases where the general or commanding officer may or- 
der a court of inquiry to examine into the nature of any transaction, ac- 
cusation or imputation, against any officer or soldier, the said court shall 
consist of one or more officers. not exceeding three. and a judge adyo- 

cate, or other suitable person, asa recorder, to reduce the proceedings 
and evidence to writing, all of whom shall be sworn to the faithful per- 


. formance of their duty. This court shali have the same power to sum- 


mon witnesses as a court martial, and to examine then on oath. Bat . 
they shall not give their opinion on the merits of the case, excepting they 
shall be thereto specially required. The parties accused shall also be 
permitted to cross examine and interrogate the witnesses, so as to invess 
tigate fully the circumstances in the question. 

Art. 92. The proceedings of a court of inquiry. must be authenticat- 
ed by the signature of the recorder and the president. and delivered to 
the commanding officer, and the said proceedings may be admitted as 
evidence by a court martial, in cases not capital, or extending to the dis-.

General Rules. 

Company officers, off duty, are allowed uniforms in all respects like 
the field officers of their regiments or COrpSs with epaulettes instead of 
wee captains, one on the right shoulder, and subalterns one on the 
eft. ; 

‘The paymaster-general and paymasters will wear staff uniforms with 
‘wings. Aides-de-camp will be permitted to wear staff uniform with 
epaulettes according to rank. : 

Topographical engineers will be designated from the corps, only in 
the button; which shall be three-fourths of an inch diameter; flat; of 
yellow metal, with an appropriate device. Chaplains, judge-advocates, 
commissaries of purchases, and store-keepers, have no uniform. 

On unofficial occasions, and in private societies, all officers of the ar- 
my, are permitted to wear, with long coats, white pantaloons or breech- 
es, with white silk stockings, and shoes. The breeches shall have knee 
buckles and buttons of the same cotour with the buttons of the corps to 


which the officer belongs. 


No undress uniform, or dress resembling the military, without con: . 


forming to regulations, shall be worn; and all articles of uniform or e- 
uipment, more or less, than those prescribed, or in any manner differ- 
ing from them, are prohibited. Officers shail at all times, except om 
occasions expressly reserved, be in the uniform here prescribed, or in 4 
citizen’s dress. All officers in uniform must wear swords. 
Enlisted men of ordnance will wear-artillery uniform.
